2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 3 June 2005 has 
considered by the examiner. 



Specification 

3. Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 1 and 6-8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
U.S. Patent No. 6,721 ,315 to Xiong et al. 

Referring to claims 1 and 6-8, the Xiong et al reference discloses an optical 
router comprising: optical delay means (545) for delaying a plurality of the optical 
signals containing routing information attached to the header parts thereof by an optical 
signal delay time; an optical switch (515) provided with a plurality of input ports whereto 
a plurality of optical outputs of the optical delay means are input and with a plurality of 
output ports wherefrom the optical signals are output; an optical-electrical converter 
(605) for converting a plurality of the optical signals to electrical signals; memory (525) 
wherein path control information and delay time information are stored; and a controller 
(520) for generating an electrical routing control signal whereby to change the optical 
paths of the optical signals by finding the path control information according to the 
routing information extracted from the output of the optical-electrical converter and for 
delaying the electrical routing control signal by an electrical signal delay time 
determined according to the delay time information before outputting the electrical 
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routing control signal to the optical switch. See Fig. 5 and Fig. 6 of the reference along 
with their respective portions of the specification. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 2-5 and 9-1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
